tion.

THE TEXT-BOOK JOB, 

The State of Missouri has succeeded so 
wellin disposing of the minor issues of 
railroad regulation, submission and tax- 
ation, that itis now proposed that it shall 
go into the business of publishing school 
text-books for the benefit of the youthful 
mind ot Missouri. 

State patriotism demands no less. It 
has been pointed out that there is nota 
school-book publishing house in Mis- 
souri, and therefore it is the business of 
the State Government to set one up. It 
is true that spelling-books are published 
in New York and grammars in Ohio, but 
they do not meet with the approval of our 
Legislature. That body will be satisfied 
with nothing less than Missouri spelling 
books and Missouri grammars. Geogra- 
phy must be rewritten to suit the needs of 
Missouri, arithmetic must be corrected 
and brought down to modern times, and 
the children of Missouri are crying for 
new algebras, which shall be different 
from the algebras of Illinois or of Penn- 
sylvania. 

Penurious economists may object that a 
State government isa clumsy kind of a 
machine to use in the delicate business of 
book-publishing; plain citizens may fall 
to see what war rant there is for any such 
fol-de-rol in the sober business of govern- 
ing a State; practical educators (of course 
excepting those who will be in the job) 
will expect the result to be the worst text- 
books at the highest price; parents, vexed 
by the constent multiplication and con- 
fusion of text-books, will anathematize 
the whole scheme, but all these objections 
will be in vain. 

A Legislature which is unable to passa 
single bill in six weeks will undertake 
without any hesitation to set the State of 
Missouri up in the text-book publishing 
business. 


THERE can be but one end to the 
McGlynn case.

True, 
he has had some practicein law, but he has 
spent most of the time with the boys about the 
hotels and at other places in Indianapolis where 
the jolly fellows congregate. Turpic is a good 
lawyer and an eloquent speaker, but he sel- 
dom exercises his talents. He has what is 
considered a comfortable competence, and 
has not been compelled to battie with the 
world. Turpie will be popular in Washing- 
ton. He willbe whatthe politicians call a 
‘*Jolly good fellow, and his hospitality will 
begin on the day he arrives.

He is probably 
5 teet 8 inches in height, weighs 165 pounds, 
wears lron- gray beard on the lower part of his 
face, and has a complexion of mingled blue 
and red. He is sluggish, but not stupid, and 
a happy story teller. He quotes Shakespeare, 
Homer, and the Bible in the same breath, and 
takes a street car to go two blocks. 


Triumphant Again. 
From the New York WORLD. 

Once more the WORLD’S claim to exist and 
to be conducted primarily for the public ser- 
vice is vindicated. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee has voted 
unanimously that the mismanagement of the 
subsidized Pacific roads, which the WORLD 
so recently exposed, shall be investigated. It 
has recommended the appropriation of $100,- 
000 for this purpose. It reports in favor of 
giving the President, through the Law Depart- 
ment, authority to take such steps as he may, 
see fit to secure the debt due the Government 
from these grasping and justice-evading cor- 
porations. And it recommends an increase in 
the share of the net earnings to be paid to the 
Government, from the 25 per cent required by 
the Thurman Act, to 40 per cent. 

After such a report no oblivion-seeking 
funding bill will stand a chance in Congress. 
The books must be examined before they are 
closed. This is the answerof the Judiciary 
Committee to the Tweed-echo of Senator 
Stanford, saying ‘‘it is no concern of the 
people’’ what was done with $2,000,000 of un- 
explained disbursements. And this is the 
answer, too, to the sneers of an envious ora 
shackled press that the WORLD’S exposures 
were an oid story.

A Brief and Interesting Chat With the 
Tragedian. 


There is no more approachable tragedian on 
the stage than Mr. Frederick Warde. He com- 
bines two qualities not often found in one man 
—studiousness and good-feilowship. He 
plays a repertoire which involves a vast 
amount of labor, and devotes to it 
constant care and study, which are 


manifest in finer work every season, but at 
the same time he enjoys a 2 cigar and com- 

anionship in his hours of relaxation. There 
sno time that relaxation is more welcome 
than after the strain of a hard scene in a 
tragedy. 

A PoOsT-DISPATOH reporter, therefore, who 
crepeed behind the scenes last evening, found 
Mr. Warde in the spare time between his 
appearances on the stage, in chatty 
mood, freshening himself for the next, 
There is no young actor who has given him- 
self up to the legitimate drama, and particu- 
larly to Shakspeare, with more unswerving 
devotion and his work is telling and the te- 
wards are coming in on him. he conversa- 
tion naturally turned on Brutus, the charac- 
ter, which was his mood for the evening. 
Po you know, said he, there is no char- 
acter which so appeals to me as Brutus. 
There is a grandeur about him, an honesty of 
heartand purpose, a gentleness which al- 


ways belongs to the strong which 
is indescribably charming. I used to 
watch McCullough in the tent scene 


with a fascination I cannot explain. There was 
a suggestion of deep sorrow and overhanging 
despair expressed in his words which culmi- 
nated inthe sentence ‘Portiais dead,’ that 
influenced me strongly. There ies a fine sub- 
mission to fate, to misfortune in a cause hon- 
estly believed to be justin his death and the 
finest eulogy ever pronounced on a man is 
spoken over his ee + A man never knows 
anvthing until e knows now ig 
norant he is and a ase of Shak- 
speare gives him this knowledge rapidly. 
I never pick up my book nor think about a 
line that I do not find something new. I shud- 
der to think of what I attempted with ardor 
and confidence ten years agoin the light of 
after experience.’’

‘Yes, you know I played it here last season 


on Saturday night only for trial. The pro- 
duction this year is a vast improve- 
ment over that performance and 


Ithink will make a favorable impression on 
the St. Louis people. I produced it in New 
York with success. There I added a bailet 
which, of course, increased the spectacular 
effect, but was unnecessary and superfluous, 
and the play is just as good without it. I think 
a good deal of the production.’’ 
Will you devote yourself to it?“ 

No. I cannot consent to sacrifice my 
repertoire, or to make myself in any sense a 
one-part actor. If the public like it as I think 
it will { shall “ve it a prominent place in my 
repertoire, and, where play two weeks, per- 
haps devote a week to it.

STREET CAR CONSOLIDATION, 


St. Louis Companies Only Prevented from 
Combining by John Scullin. 


There has been and is an association of 
street car menin the city, proprietors and 
managers of street car lines. They have nota 
very close organization; it is simply a com- 
bine’’ for mutual profit and protection. Since 
the advent of Charles Green into the street- 
car business he has been working for a closer

YOUNG DAVISSON TELLS WHY HE SHOT 
MISS LIZZIE CROGHAN. 


— — 


The Would-Be Murderer Was Very Fond of 
Lizzie and Very Jealous of a Boy Named 
Thiers—It Was Only a Love Affair,” He 
Says, and He Did Not Know He Was So 
Badiy Gone“ — The Girl’s Condition. 


Shortly before 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon William H. H. Davisson, the 17-year-old 
son ot State Senator Davisson, who shot little 
15-year-old Lizzie Croghan, Saturday evening, 
was arrested by Officer Moore ina vacant lot 
on Jefferson and Park avenues, hiding behind 
a pile of stones. The two youths who ran off 
with him at the time of the shooting were wit 
him when arrested. Officer Moore brought 
the trio to the Four Courts, where 
they were all searched. Nothing of any 
consequence being found on the other boys, 
they were soon released, but Davisson was 
locked up in the holdover. On him were found 
the revolver with which he shot the girl, and 
clippings from the Sunday papers detailing 
the occurrence. This morning he was visited 
in his cell by a Post-DisPatcn reporter, and 
questioned concerning the affair. He is a tall, 
slender youth and looks fully one year older 
than he actually is.

JUDGE THAYER DECIDES THE COUNTY RAIL- 


ROAD CASE ADVERSELY. 


The Stockholders Delayed the Suit Too Long— 
A Remarkable Series of Transfers—Com.- 


fort for Taxpayers From Judge Valliant 
—Matters in Divorce To-Day—A Mother’s 
Application — Cases of Interest Deter- 
mined. d 


Judge Thayer to- day rendered a decision in 
the suit of Edward Burgess and others against 
the St. Louis County Railroad Company and 
others. The Court is of the opinion that the 
demurrer to the amended petition 
should be sustained. It was contended 


for the petitioners that the action should be 
treated as one in ejectment in behalf of the 


St. Louis County Railroad Company, but 


brought in the name of one of its stockholders 
because the corporation itself refused to sue. 
It is held, however, that the corporation could 


not maintain the action because the legal title 


to the property is not in the corporation. 

Tne petition disclosed no less than eight 
transfers of the property in eleven years. Ail 
the conveyances were made under color of 
authority by the successive grantors, and one 
of them appears to have been 
made dy the Sheriff under a judg- 
ment establishing a contractor’s lien. 


A recovery cannot be had in ejectment until a 
court of equity shall have declared the invalid- 
ity of the successive conveyances. All of the 
various grantors and grantees are necessary 
parties to a bill to cancel and annul deeds 
upon which their own title depends. Messrs. 
Dyer & Garland-purchased at the Sheriff’s sale 
and subsequently made a conveyance to Mr. 
Tiernan and Mr. Stewart, but they were not 
made parties to this suit; neither was the con- 
tractor madea party. The petition likewise 
fails to show in what way Mr. Dwight Durkee 
figures as a party defendant. The courts have 
frequently refused to interfere in respect of 
the acts of a corporation that are simply ultra 
vires after the act has been consummated and 
a considerable period has been suffered to 
elapse before a complaint is made. The agree- 
ment between the bondholders and stock- 
holders of the St. Louis County Railroad 
Company was entered into several years ago 
and no attempt was made at the time to re- 
strain action under it. The successive 

runtees spent considerable money in improv- 
ae the property and it passed tothe present 
owners under lien sales.

SUNDAY SQUADDING. 


The West-End Carriers’ Kick for a Day of 
Rest. 


A complaint having reached the Posr Dis- 
PATCH Office that the West-End mail carriers 
are not treated fairly in the matter of Sunday 
work, in that they are not given a Sunday off, 
the authorities at the Post-office were seen 


about it. Assistant Postmaster Me- 
Henry said: ‘‘The whole complaint is 
doubtless founded on the squad system. 
This system isa happy arrangement among 
the carriers of the main office, by which three 
or four carriers agree to take up all of an- 
other's collections on a certain Sunday, he 
helping to relieye another the next Sunday 
andsoon. By this each member of the squad 
gets one Sunday off in three. The workings 
of such a plan can only be satisfactorily car- 
ried out in the short routes, and 
could not be applied tothe West End. Why, 
just look at it. A carrier in the West End has 
a route that extends over a territory of three 
miles, say. Now, suppose he agrees to take 
another’s route that day too, he will find him. 
self with six miles to cover. He might get 
over this ground if he could begin his collec- 
tions, as formerly, at two o’clock Sunday 
afternoon, but the new rule prevents 
the touching of a letter-box until 4 o’ clock. 
THE IDEA THAT A CARRIER 

can Walk six miles, make his collections 
properly and get them to the office in an nour 
and three-quarters is absurd. It is notso, 
however, down town where the routes are 
onl a few blocks in size. You must 
understand also that it is in the 
West End that the correspondence is 
heaviest on Sundavs. Few business men do 
any writing on that day, but with the ladies it 
is different. Released from social and 
domestic duties their fancy has full play and 
drives their pen over countless sheets of 
tinted, scented paper. A carrier after 
a Rip Van Winkle sleep could 
tell the da of the week as 
soon as he would touch the Sunday contents 
of the mail-box and note the many cute little 
envelopes and miniature missives that the day 
of rest had evolved.’’ 

Getting off this romantic strain Mr. Mce- 
Henry stated that if the West End carriers 
could bring out any plan which would enable 
them to squad without interfering with the 
promptness of the collection, the main office 
would be glad to hear of it, and would not

HENRY CLAY DEAN, 
Death of the Famous Orator at His Home 
in Putnam County. 

KEOKoKE, Io., February 9.—Henry Clay Dean 
died at his home in Putnam County, Missouri, 
Sunday, February 6. He was born in Penn- 
pylivania in 1822. 

The early years of the life of Henry Clay 
Dean were spent in Virginia, where he was 
pducated for the ministry. For some time he 
Hilied the pulpit as an itinerant Methodist min- 


ister. He had a phenominal eloquence and

THE MIND-READER. 


BISHOP’S FIRST EXHIBITION OF “THOUGHT 
TRANSFEBENCES” IN NEW YORE. 


An Empty Chair for Mr. Henry Labouchere 
—Ferreting Out a Supposititious Assassin- 
ation—Finding One of the Audience 
Whese Name Was Written on a Folded 
Slip of Paper—An Interesting Exhibition. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, Febuuary 8.—There was a an 
empty chair on the stage at Steinway Hall last 
evening. Washington Irving Bishop, the 
mind-reader, said it was for the occupancy of 
Henry Labouchere. He always reserved a 
seat for this English critic of bis, once his 
friend, now his enemy, and also his debtor to 
the extent of £1,000. That's Mr. Bishop’s 
side of the result of a wager between the virile 
English journalist and the nervous and 
marvelously successful young man who has 
led scientific persons to talk so much about 
‘‘thought transferences’’ and muscular con- 
trol, and a lot of other theories with more 
or less singular names, given to the 
peculiar gift or trick he possesses, and which 
he, in a spirit of heretic self-abnegation, 
called ‘‘Bishopism.’’. It was his first appear- 
ance here. He wanted to prove that he was 
not the charlatan Mr. Labouchere said he 
was. The 1,500 people in the hall selected a 
committee to see that Bishop was given a 
fair show and the audience had one also. 
The committee consisted of A. S. Hamersley, 
a lawyer; Harrison Millard, the song writer; 
Col. Thos. W. Knox, James Francis, Prof. 
Lyon, Dr. Hill, Dr. Kingsley, Dr. Tonner, Dr, 
Hoyt, Dr. Brown, T. B. Musgrave, David Kirby 
and Smith Clift. First Bishop tried to ferret out 
a supposititious assassination done by Mr. 
Hamersley, who hid thedagger with which he 
was supposed to have stabbed hisvictim. Mr. 
Bishop failed to either find the dagger or the 
person who was stabbed, though he called 
Dr. Kingsley to his aid to assist him. He got 
close to the spot wheré the dagger was hid and 
then Dr. Kingsley acknowledged that he did 
not know just where the dagger was. But 
when Dr. Kingsley committed the crime and 
hid the weapon, Bishop succeeded in

in its entirety, working up from its conclusion 
to its inception. The name of a gentleman in 
the audience was written on paper and en- 
closed inanenvelope. Bishop failed at first 
to find the man, but when he called on Col. 
Knox to come and assist in the search, he not 
only went to a blackboard and wrote the name 
Quigley on it, but rushed into the audience 
with both committeemen, put his hand on Mr. 
Quigley’s baid head at bis first attempt, and 
remarked: If you are not Mr. Quigley or 
Quigby, I want you to leave the hall, for 
I’m getting tired. It was Quigley. He 
remained in his seat, and the audience 
applauded. Then the physicians examined 
Bishop’s pulse and found that it beat 148 times 
a minute, and they did not wonder that he 
was tired. Prof. Lyon went into the audi 
ence, stole something from three different 
persons, tied the articles in a handkeéfchief 
and hid the lot. Other members of the com- 
mittee had Bishop in custody where he could 
not see anything of the operation. Blind- 
folded Bishop took Prof. Lyon bythe hand, 
rushed out into the hall, found the stolen 
goods, convicted the Professor of the theft iu 
each case and restored the stolen prop- 
erty, 8 up the affair by 
thrusting the handkerchief in which the 
stolen goods had been done up into the very 

ocket of A. P. Wilder’s coat from which 
*rof. Lyon had originally taken it. Bishop 
went further still when, with Harrison Mil- 
lard, he wentto the piano ana had Mr. Millard 
think of a familiar hymn. He thought and 
Bishop fooled about the keys of the piano for 
ve minutes, striking various chords while 
Mr. Millard’s hands rested on his. Finally he 
asked for pencil and paper, wrote a name 
on it and handed it to one of the doctors, and 
asked him to seal it. It was Mi. Bishop’s 
guess as to the tune Mr. Millard was thinking 
of. Mr. Kingsley wrote the guess on the back 
of one blackboard, while Bishop

and Mr. Millard said that wasthe air he was 
thinking of. Mr. Millard was so good asub- 
ject that Bishop had him write the name ofa 
lady onaslip of paper, enclosing it in an en- 
velope and give it to a committeeman. Bishop 
found the lady seated away back in the hall. 
Bishop made the audience think he had failed 
by rushing back to the stage with Mr. Millard. 
He snatched the bandage from his eyes, took 
a handsome bouquet from the table, left the 
stage, went over the same route he bad been 
with Millard, bandedayoung lady the en- 
velope and asked her if it contained her name. 
It did, and the young miss received the bou- 

uet,and Bishop received gratifying applause. 
Tuen came the test of the evening, the one 
that led to the Labouchere-Bishop contro- 
versy, the reading of the number of bank 
notes. Six men from the committee selected 
the note, one with five figures. They then 
came back to the halland announced that no 
one but themselves had seen it. Bishop stood 
blindfolded in front of the blackboard. Dr. 
Hoyt put one hand on Bishop’s head and Col. 
Knox took his left hand. With his right Bishop 
traced with chalk on the board the figures 55, - 
459. Then he hesitated, He went over them 
again and changed the! 5 to a9, and the last 
figure to ans and finally changed the second 
figure tou 2. He was to have two trials at each 
figure before giving up the test, in accordance 
with the terms of the Labouchere test. 
He did not want them, however, for when his 
work was accomplished, after considerable 
bothering with the fourth * the number 
on the board read: 52,498. r Hoyt said that 
was the number of the note, and Col. Knox 
showed the note to the committeemen before 
it was returned to its owner, to prove that 
Bishop had succeeded. Mr. Bishop then said:
